Tax Free Securities 


It is said that the ways and means 


committee of the house of represen- 
tatives has requested the 
treasury 


department to submit an opinion as 
to whether incomes derived

state, county, and municipal bonds 
a»e subject to federal taxation or 
are exempt. Many authorities on the 
constitution are" understood to hold 
that (lie sixteenth amendment gives 
t-ongrcss ample power to tax 
such 


securities. It reads: "The Congress 
shall have power 'to lay and collect 
taxes on incomes, 
from whatever 


source derived, without apportion-' 
ment among the several states, and 
without regard to.any census or en- 
umeration." -Other eminent lawyers 
contend tkat all securities issued by
